O che honour of God and Holy Church, 
and of our Lord the King, for the 
Profit of him and his Realm, and to 
maintain Peace among his People and 
the Eſtate of the Crown, The Prelates, 
Earls, Barons, and other Peers of the Land, and 
Commons of the Realm, do ſhew againft Sir 
Hugh le Diſpenſer, Father and Son: That where- 
as Sir Hugh, the Son, at the Parliament at Tor“ 
was nam' d, and it was there agreed he ſhould be 
Chamberlain to the King: In which Parliament 
it was agreed, that certain Prelates and other 
great Men ſhould be with the King by turns at 
ſeveral Seaſons of the Year, the better to adviſe 
him, without whom no great Buſineſs ought to 
ſs: The ſaid Sir Hugh the Son, drawing to him his 
Father, who was not by Order of Parliament to 
be near the King, or to be one of thoſe Coun- 
ſellors, between them both have uſurp'd Royal 
Power over the King and 4 Miniſters and = 
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Government of the Kingdom, to the Diſhonour 
of the King, the _ of the Crown, and De- 
ſtruction of the Kingdom, Great Men and Peo- 
ple, and have done the Wickedneſſes under- 
written, in contriving to turn the Heart of the 
King from the Peers of the Land, that they 
may have the ſole Government thereof. 

4 That Sir Hugh the Son made a Bill, or 
Writing, whereby he would have had Sir John 
Gifford of Brimmesfield, Sir Richard dg Greye and 
others, entred into a Confederacy to have forc'd 
the King to' do what he would have him, and 
had almoſt done it. | al bo. 

II. That Sir Hugh the Son hath maintain'd and 
aſſerted that Homage and the Oath of Alle- 
giance is more by reaſon of the Crown than 
of the Perſon of the King, and bound him more 
to the Crown than the Perſon, and this appear'd, 
for that before. the Crown deſcends, -there is no 
Allegiance due to the Perſon expectant. W here- 
fore in caſe the King carries not himſelf by Rea- 
ſon in Right of the Crown, his Lieges are 
bound by Oath made to the Crown to remove 
due Bang and the State of the Crown by Rea- 
ſon, and otherwiſe the Oath ought not to be 
kept. Then it was demanded, whether the King 
was to be dealt with by Suit of Law, or by 
Rigour; (Par Suit de Loy ou par Aſpertte :) By 
Suit of Law it could not be, for he had no 
Judge, in which Caſe if the King's Will be 
not according to Reaſon, and that he main- 
tains nothing but Error, therefore to fave their 
Oath, and when the King will not redreſs what 
is injurious to the People, they muſt proceed 
with Rigour, for he is bound by Oath to go- 
vern his Lieges, and his Lieges are bound to go- 
vern in aid of him and in default of him.

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III. Alſo upon the Application of the Great 
Men and People unto him, his Anſwer was ac- 
cording to. the pleaſure of theſe two, in turnin 
the King from his Duty againſt his Oath, wh. 
the Hearts of the great Men and People againſt 
their Liege Lore. . 
IV. Alfo by their evil Contrivance they will 
not ſuffer the Great Men of the Realm, nor 
good Counſellors, to ſpeak with or come near 
the King to adviſe him, nor the King to ſpeak 
to them, unleſs in their Preſence and Hearing, 
or of one of them; and when they pleaſe they 
uſurping Royal Power and Sovereignty over the 
Perſon of the King, to the great diſhonour and 
Peril of him, the Grown, and the Kingdom. 
V. Allo to attain to their Wickedneſs, Cove- 
touſneſs, and diſinheriting the Great Men, and 
deſtruction of the People, they put out good 
and agreeable Miniſters plac'd by Aſſent, and 
put in others falſe and wicked of their Party, 
who will not ſuffer Right to be done, as Sheriff, 
Eſcheators, Conſtables of Caſtles, and make Ju- 
ſtices not underſtanding the Law, as Sir Hugh 
the Father, Sir Ralph Baſſet, - Sir Ralph Camiis, 
and Sir John Inge, and others their Friends, who 
caus'd to be indicted by falſe Jurors of their Al- 


liance, the Peers of the Land, as the Earl of 


Hereford, Mounſieur Gifford of Brimmesfield, and 
Mounſicur Robert de Monſball, and other good 
People, to get their Lands. 

VI. Alſo they falſly and maliciouſly advis'd 
the King to raiſe Arms againſt his People in 
Glouceſterſhire, contrary to the great Charter, 
and the Award of the Peers of the Land, and 
by their falſe and evil Counſel would have made

Which Wickedneſſes are notorious Fon true, as 
it is found by the Examination of the Earls, 
Barons, and 1 Peers of the Land. . Where- 
fore we Peers of the Land, Earls and Barons, 
in the preſence of our Lord the King, do a- 
ward that Hugh le Diſpenſer the Son, and Hugb
